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Remarks 

]&itry of the above-noted amendmaits, reconsideration of the f^lication, and allowance 
of all claims pending are respectfully requested^ By this amendment, claim 1 is amended. These 
amendments to the claims constitute a bona fide attempt by qiplicants to advance prosecution of 
the application and obtain allowance of certain cXaims, and are in no way meant to acquiesce to 
the substance of the rejections. Support for the amendments can be found throughout the 
^ecification (e.g., paragraphs % 31-33), figures (e.g., FIG. 1), and claims and thus, no new 
matter has been added. Claims 1-10 are pending with claims 3-7 and 9 being withdrawn fix>m 
consideration. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U>S.C. 6 102 

Claims 1-2 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as allegedly being anticipated by . 
Mukherjee et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,792,208; **Mukfaeriee'0. Claims 1, 8, and 10 were rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as allegedly being anticipated by Watanabe et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
6,701,088; **Wata3iaibe''). These rejections are respectfiilly, but most strenuously, traversed. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the Office Action's citations to the applied references, 
with or without modification or combination, assuming, arguettdo, that the modification or 
combination of the Office Action's citations to the applied references is proper, do not teach or 
suggest the second processing module comprising the memory adapted to store secondary 
resources including data packets to be added to jmmary resources, as recited in applicants' 
independent claim 1. 

For explanatory purposes, applicants discuss herein one or more differences between the 
claimed invention and the Office Action's citations to Mukherjee and Watanabe. This 
discussion, however, is in no way meant to acquiesce in any characterization that one or more 
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parts of the Office Action's citations to Mukherjee or Watanabe coirespond to the claimed 
inv^tion. 

Mukherjee (FIG. 2; col. 4, line 65 to coL 5, line 9) discloses the hierarchical optical 
switch 200. The switch comprises a fiber switch^ waveband switch, wavelength switch, and sub- 
wavelength grooming switch. Mukherjee makes no mention of a second processing module that 
comprises a memory adapted to store secondary resources. Mukherjee fails to disclose the 
second processing module comprising the memory adspted to store secondary resources 
including data packets to be added to primary resources. 

Accordingly^ the Office Action's citation to Mukherjee fails to satisfy at least one of the 
limitations recited in ^plicants' independent claim 1 . 

Watanabe (FIG. 4; cot 4, lines 33-Sl) discloses die IP packet routing part 16 and the 
optical path switching part 14, Watanabe makes no mention of a second processing module that 
comprises a memory adapted to store secondary resoiux^es. Watanabe fidls to disclose the second 
processing module comprising the memory adapted to store secondary resources including data 
packets to be added to jmmary resources. 

Accordingly^ the Office Action's citation to Watanabe fails to satis^ at least one of the 
limitations recited in applicants' ind^endent claim 1. 

For all the reasons presented above with reference to claim 1, claim I is believed neither 
anticipated nor obvious over the art of record. The corresponding dependent claims are believed - 
allowable for the same reasons as independent claim I, as well as for their own additional 
characterizations. 

Withdrawal of the § 1 02 rejections is therefore respectfully requested. 
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In view of the above amendments and remarks, allowance of all claims pending is 
respectfiilly requested- If a telephone conference woidd be of assistance in advancing the 
prosecution of this application, the Examiner is invited to call applicants' attorney or agent.
